can marines stationed in Nicaragua, 
a. detachment of whom is engaged in 
severe fighting with bandit elements. 


,;, The incident is somewhat analogous 
' » to the Pershing expedition despatched 


by President "Wilson to punish Pancho 
Villa, for the raid on American citizens 
in New Mexico and also somewhat 
similar to the landing of American 
forces at Vera Cruz early in 1914. The 
authority for the use of force then 
was theVighi of the executive branch 
of the government to use military and 
naval forces to protect American citi- 
zens and their property. The cir- 
cumstances in those two cases, of 
course, differ from . the Xicaraguan 
episode whic'i really is much more 
like the American occupation of Cuba, 
tinder the Platt amendment. 


Instead of a Platt amendment this 
time the American government has 
sent its forces to Nicaragua to pro- 
tect American, lives and property at 
the request of the recognized gov- 
ernment at Managua. 
Furthermore 


through the conciliatory efforts of 
Henry I>- Stimson, former secretary 
of -war and special;envoy from Pres- 
ident Coolidge. both political parties 
ssreed th^- lie baariaes should re- 
ijCain in Xicaragna to maintain order 
an<» supervise the coming elections. 
The bandit chiefs un3er General San- 
dino were not parties to the agree- 
ment. The attack on the marines by 
the Sandino bandits is considered here 
an attack on American forces engag- 
ed in a lawful mission under inter- 
national law. This gives the Amer- 
ican marines the rfebt to engage in 
punitive measures which, according 
to reports, were promptly begun with 
the sending out of airplane bombers. 


RIGHT IS UNQUESTIONED 


Congress has always been rather 


sensitive about the use of American 
troops for police purposes outside of 
the "United States but has sanctioned 


f: important requests for the necessary- 


funds. President 
"Wilson was not 


doubtful about his right without the 
authority of congress to land forces 
in Vera. Cruz in 1914 but he said in 
his message that he preferred to have 
a resolution of sanction adopted by 
congress especially as larger opera- 
tions might become necessary. -Con- 
gress did not act until after Vera 
Cruz was occupied so the resolution 
•was in the nature of a ratification of 
tne act of the executive. In the case 
ot the Pershing expedition seeking 
vnia no authority was asked of con- 
gress but the bills were authorized to 
be paid ni the regular coarse when 
the war department asked for its an- 
nual appropriations. 
The fighting in Nicaragua comes ai 


a. time when the administration has 
been hoping that the agreement be- 
tween the factions would lead to early 
peace. The operations of a few ban- 
dits are not calculated to disturb that 
program but the fighting will on the 
other hand stimulate the desire for 
information which the insurgent re- 
: publican group in the senate 
will 


want when the investigation of Lat- 
in American affairs generally is un- 
dertaken.

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INVESTIGATING OUR UTILITIES 


There is a' movement in congress, and 


it is not altogether political, for it is sup- 
ported to considerable degree by public 
opinion, to authorize a thorough investi- 
gation of utility corporations, particularly 
those engaged in the production and sale 
of power. It is alleged in some quarters 
that the many mergers of recent years, 
under which innumerable focal utilities in 
cities of importance have passed'into the 
hands of holding corporations, is tending 
rapidly to the formation of a gigantic 
power trust. The mere suggestion of such 
a contingency is meat for the politicians, 
and it is disturbing to the public and an- 


• noying to the utility corporations. 


It would be an unfortunate circum- 


stance if the relations which existed be- 
tween municipalities in some states and 
public utilities a generation or s*o ago 
should recur. 
At that time there was 


much friction between the consumer- 
patron and the utilities, and the preju- 
dices on both sides grew to the point 
where they developed into open political 
hostilities. The setting up of state com- 
missions to supervise ^iiHties and the in- 
troduction 
of - the indeterminate fran- 


chises, which rapidly superseded the old 
titas term franchises, helped to amelio- 
rate the situation and gradually restored f 
amlcabl^ relations. Wisconsin was one of 
the Qif-"C5rs in this advanced legislation 
and te arm. 


Bat ihe business has grown beyond the 


jurisdiction and control of .state commis- 
sions or other regulatory bodies, since 
the local utilities are rapidly passing into 
'the hands of large holding corporations 
whose properties and business are inter- 
state in character. The question naturally 
arises in the public zguid whether these 
mergers are altogether in the public in- 
terest: that is, whether a fair share of the 
economies and added efficiency they rep- 
resent are passed on to the consumer or 
whether they are all preserved for stock- 
holders; whether the heavy additions to 
capital structure that always follow an 
absorption, and the issuing of new secur- 
ities, are a bonafide investment; whether 
the stocks and bonds of these great cor- 
porations in the agr^srate are inflated 
and become the ba?s; fc- higher rates 
than the people ought to pay. 


These things ar^of great local, state 


and national importance 
Xot only do 


they vitally affect our industrial and c/eu 
agricultural economy, but they enter into 
the cost of living to a marked decree. 
Furthermore, there is the further biaraifi- 
cant fact that eventually these absorp- 
tions ?sd mergers will result in a relative 
complete monopoly of the power busi- 
ness. All of which ^calls for the closest 
govd-^esit scrutiny, control and regula- 
tion. 


We undertake no opinion on the sub- 


ject matter of the proposed teucral inves- 
tigation, for the good and sufficient rea- 
son' that the facts can be determined only 
by a. trustworthy and thorough inquiry. 
It may be difficult to secure a" bonafide 
investigation. When we consider the fact 
that power Interests of Illinois were able" 
to elect a United States senator and have 
^i possible chance of keeping him in the 
senate, notwithstanding the scandalous 
manner of his election, we see that these 
interests exert great political influence 
and have to be reckoned with in congress 
as well as outride of congress. Even if an 
investigation 
were 
authorized, they 


might, if they were so minded and the re- 
sults were of sufficient concern, interfere 
and make it a farce. 
Such things have 


happened. Many of our important regu- 
latory boards and commissions are under 
suspicion of being subject to political 
pressure. Where politics enters into the 
creation or administration of a commis- 
sion, it is likely to accompany it all the 
way through. 
fe 


The public has not forgotten the ex- 


perience with the railroads, when their 
stocks and bonds were watered promis- 
cuously and abundantly. It has not fcr- 
fOtten the innumerable reorganizatii n-s 


. cessfully stopped by the government in" 
later years, that became national scandals 
-in the hands of Wall street financiers and 
gamblers. We do not think there is today 
an open prejudice against public utilities, 
not even against power interests. There 
is, however, a desire for assurance that 
the consolidations and expansions which 
are takinjr place are bonafide, honest and 
undertaken with the proper idea of reduc- 
ing rates and prices and of giving the 
public _ primarily the attending- benefits. 
The public has a right to expect these 
things and to demand them, for it is giv- 
ing uf to these corporate interests privi- 
leges of incalculable value, not only in the 
marketing of their product but in the cre- 
ation of the product itself. 


This is a good time to find out what is 


going on before the thing has gone ' too 
far. If the utilities, or the so-called power 
trust, have nothing to cover up they will 
not oppose the investigation, but will aid 
it and at the same time hold themselves 
clear of any suspicion of trying to sup- 
press or emasculate it.

But try to fire his intellectual powers 
of surgery at the critical moment of 
an operation with a gust of anger and 
I wouldn't like to be under his knife 
Tlie older and more unemotional he 
is the better chance for success.
